Campus interest is up 


Student interest in SAC clubs and 
organizations is on the increase this year, 
according to Assistant Dean of 
Students/Activities Don McCain. 

Basing his statement on figures compiled 
from last week's Join-A-Club Day, McCain 


called it ‘‘the best Club Day we've had since 


I've been here.” 

Twenty-nine organizations participated 
on Sept. 21 in the massive recruitment 
program, designed to attract students to the 
various extracurricular opportunities 
available on-campus. 

This was the largest number of groups to 
take part in recent years, McCain said in a 
memo to club advisers last Friday. In that 
memo, he listed several of the organizations 
that were most successful in their recruiting 
efforts, according to his figures. 

These included the Latter Day Saints 
(LDS), who signed up an estimated 100 new 
and prospective members; MECHA, with 65 
names; Santa Ana Ministries (S.A.M.), 
which has 40 prospects, and the Collegiate 
Christians, with 35 sign-ups. 

Among the other groups with successful 
efforts were the High Performance, Pep and 
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Dive Clubs, with approximately 30 recruits 
each; the Volunteer Center, which attracted 
25 interested students, and Circle K, the 
service-oriented organization, with close to 
20 prospective members. 

Early Childhood Education and _ the 
Women’s Center both got 15 signatures 
from students interested in their respective 
programs, and the new campus 
organization for Catholics, Newman Club, 
signed up 17 prospects. The Forensics Team 
also recruited 15 members for their bid to 
improve on last year’s ranking of third in the 
nation. 

The Inter-Club Council (ICC), official 
representative body of all registered 
Students organizations, met yesterday for 
the first time this year. 

According to ICC Vice President Russ 
Chesley, the Council will hold elections and 
formulate plans for the semester within the 
next two weeks.

Crime strikes Dunlap Hall; 
four thefts in two weeks 


Dunlap Hall has become the target for theft the past two weeks. 

The latest victim is anthropology instructor Fred Hills, who lost his 
initialed green leather briefcase and a set of keys -- and a 35mm 
slide projector belonging to the district. 

Robert Partridge, assistant dean for safety and security, said the 
theft occurred between 11:45 a.m. and noon last Friday. Hills was 
preoccupied with teaching a class when he observed the suspect 
enter his office at the rear of the classroom. 

“Security has a description of the suspect,’ said Partridge. ‘Hills 
and another instructor describe him as black male, approximately 
20.years old, six feet tall, of medium weight and build, with a 
medium-length black afro hairstyle. At the time he was wearing a 
red shirt. 

“| would really appreciate it if any one of the students or staff up 
there sees anyone matching that description -- please -- call 
security right away.” 

According to the dean, some of the keys stolen will open doors on 
the fourth floor of Dunlap Hall. He said that some locks have already 
been changed, and others are in the process of being changed. 

Because of college policy, the administration requires that Hills 
pay $5 for each of the keys belonging to the district. 

Three other thefts on the same floor included the loss of music 
instructor Frank Wilson’s valuable violin (see p. 2),and two purses 
belonging to members of the secretarial staff. 

Said Partridge, ‘We are trying to pay particular attention to that 
area, but we need the cooperation of students and staff. The success 
of any security force depends upon, not only the officers, but the 
members of the community. 

‘| want to encourage all district employees and staff members to 
be sure and lock their office doors at any time they will be away -- 
even if just for a few minutes. This is very important,’ he concluded. 


older adults the district should 
hire someone with professional 
background in gerontology to 
further expand the program.

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State survey to eye 
attendance, boundaries

Calling present lines 
“somewhat awkward,” a state 
agency is studying the RSCCD’s 
district boundaries. 

The RSCCD has agreed to a 
request by Dr. William Pickens, 
representing the California 
Post-Secondary Education 
Commission, to delay purchasing 
the proposed Orange/Canyon 
second campus site until the 
agency's study, to include a 
survey of residents in the North 
Orange County, Rancho 
Santiago, Saddleback and Coast 
Community College districts, 
has been completed. 

In the Saddleback District, 
particular attention’ is being 
given to the western boundary 
line, which comes as close as 
three miles to SAC and yet 
requires residents who wish to 
attend college full time to drive 
over 20 miles to the Saddleback 
campus. 

It wasn’t until this year that 
the two schools worked out an 
inter-district agreement, 
allowing students taking six 
units or less to attend the 
college of their choice. 

The existing boundaries were 
approved while many voters 
were under the impression that 
the proposed Saddleback district 
would construct its college near 
Myford Road and: Irvine Bivd. in 
Tustin. Presently, Saddleback is 
planning to construct a satellite 
campus in that area. 

Three months ago, another 
study by CPEC, part of an 
unsuccessful effort by the 
RSCCD to win state funding to 
purchase the Orange/Canyon 
site, concluded there was a 
proven need for a ‘“‘campus 
located in the center of every 
growth area by the year 2000,” 
and approved plans for the 
RSCCD second campus. But in 
the face of a belt-tightening veto 
of state money for new campus 


construction by Governor 
Brown, CPEC has initiated the 
second study of district 
boundaries and _ attendance 
patterns. 

According to Pickens, ‘The 
question is what should be the 
long lasting relationship 
between the districts.’’ Because 
these agreements, for instance 
(interdistrict transfers), are 
cancellableon an annual basis,”’ 
said Pickens in a _ telephone 


interview this week. “Our 
particular purpose here is to 


‘have a long-range plan to the 


year 2000 for community 
college growth in Orange 
County.” 

The study is important to the 
RSCCD since a CPEC OK is 
necessary to win approval of 
state funding for building 
projects, the next step for the 
district's second campus plans 
once a site is bought. 


ASSAC appointments 


remain uncertain; 
action due today

“If youre not willing to work | guess I'll have to carry the load 
myself,” said ASSAC President Paul Brown, following his State of 
the Senate Address this past Monday to the antagonistic Senate he 
has encountered this semester. 

Amidst the possibility of impeachment for not having his cabinet 
members appointed, Brown said in the address, ‘We are forced to 
deal with a crevasse of communication and co-operation between 
the Senate and Executive.” 

Brown attacked the Senators for their lack of work, saying, ‘Talk is 
cheap and the numbers thin out when the work is started. You can 
talk only if you've produced. If you don’t produce, then you are in the 
wrong place.”’ 

The remaining cabinet positions, Commissioners of Finaace, 
Justice and Communication were supposed to have been filled last 
week but weren’t because Brown withdrew his nominees from the 
ballot. 

He said he was informed that the Senate was not likely to approve 
his nominees, and he didn’t want that failure to go down on his 
presidential record. : 

Brown has called for a special ASSAC Senate meeting this Friday 
toconclude naming _ his cabinet. If the cabinet is not set by the 
end of this week, Brown could be legally open to impeachment 
proceedings. 

The problem up to this point has been that the Senate does not like 
Brown’s nominees, but it has not submitted any nominations itself, 
according to Brown. 

President pro tempore Dave Vetter said the Senate will recruit 
their own nominees for cabinet appointments. 

Vetter said ‘‘Once Vice President Lucy Diaz and myself Start

There are a number of paid parking spaces available 

-for students and others who are not shopping. 
Fhese yellow marked spaces adjacent to 17th St. 
cost just 35 cents per space. 
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The goal of the community 
college is to make education 
available to any person witha 
desire to learn, but el DON 
feels the cost of knowledge is 
too great at some of the 
RSCCD’‘s off-campus learning 
centers, where students who 
attend class are risking their 
own safety. 

At Santa Ana High School, 
used at night by the RSCCD 
for continuing education 
classes, security officers 
have confiscated’ knives, 
guns, clubs and other 
weapons from groups which 
regularly loiter in the area, 
intimidating not only student 
and teachers, but the security 
personnel as well. 

A single patrolman is often 
called to disperse these 
hostile groups armed with 
only a nightstick and mace. 

During the day, the high 
school is quiet and secure, 
according to SAHS Principal 
Harlan Anderson, but at 
night, incidents of vandalism, 
burglary, public drunkeness, 
purse snatching and rape 
have created an atmosphere 
of fear rather than learning. 

One of el DON’s own staff, 
photographer Jim Stoughton, 
was given a bloody lip by an 
unknown attacker while 
taking pictures for a story on 
the situation at night. (see el 
DON, Sept. 23) 


Similar incidents have 
occurred at the RSCCD 
Career Education Center, 


located on the corner of 
Chestnut and Center streets 
in Santa Ana. The area is 
known by Santa Ana police 
as a high crime district, 
where assaults on officers 
are not uncommon. 

The task of preventing 
trouble is compounded by the 
layout of the Center, which 
opens directly onto a park 
across the street. A catering 
truck that stops at the 
Center acts as a magnet, 
drawing non-students from 


the park together with those 
local residents attending 
classes who come out front 
for coffee breaks. 

A few years ago, continuing 
education students at Santa 
Ana Valley High School faced 
many of these same 
problems. 

At that time, the RSCCD 
trustees wisely moved to 
place a security officer on 
full-time duty at the campus 
while classes were in 
session. 

The change was dramatic, 
says Watch Commander 
Brent Zicarelli. The knowledge 
that the school. is under 
strong superision has been a 
viable deterrent for trouble- 
makers. Since the district 
upped security at Valley, the 
campus has calmed down to 
the point where the officer 
normally stationed at Valley 
is now being used to help 
police at the SAHS campus. 

This is-not the solution. 
Leaving Valley unsupervised 
to send a lone patrolman to 
SAHS_ short-changes both 
schools. el DON recom- 
mends returning the lone 
officer to Valley High School 
and replacing him with three 
officers at SAHS. 

According to Security, 
three officers could ade- 
quately cover the maze-like 
buildings and hallways and 
provide a sufficient back-up 
force at the troubled campus. 

There also seems to be 
some mix-up between SAHS 
and the RSCCD over pass- 
keys for the patrolmen at the 
high school. The two groups 
should get on the ball and 
work this out immediately. 

One trustee has already 
indicated his willingness to 
act upon a_ long-ignored 
report that calls for lighting 
improvements at SAHS. This, 
of course, should be 
considered, but ei DON does 
not feel lighting improve- 
ments are as necessary as an

adequate deterrent force. 

At Chestnut St., an 
arrangement should be made 
with the catering company to 
have their truck park in a 


more secure area, where 
access could be limited to 
students. Since no one area 
is large enough to accommo- 
date the students (approxti- 
mately 500), this will 
probably mean the catering 
truck will have to make a 
couple of small stops at the 
center. 

Continuing Education 
classes at Valley High 
School, Santa Ana High 
School, the Career Center 
and other off-campus sites 
are all important to the 
special needs of the 
community. 

They provide a convenient 
location for many students 
who cannot drive to a central 
campus, and the programs 
have been carefully designed 
to serve the special 
educational needs of the 
local area. However, it is time 
the RSCCD recognizes the 
special security needs of 
each /ocation as well, so that 
free education is not provided 
at the expense of public 
safety.

It offers food service and a 
lounge.

They 
prefer instead to remain 
accessible to students. So the 
haven is populated by the 
college administrators and 
clerical staff. 

Another example of 
needless segregation are all 
of those staff bathrooms. Not 
only a symbol of antiquity, 
they irritate students, 
especially those trapped on 
thefourthfloor of Dunlap Hall 
in desperate need of a 
restroom. 

The concept of a separate 
parking lot for faculty is 
acceptable, so that they can 
get to class on time. But staff 
members, with the magical 
diamond-shapoed ___ parking 
stickers, are able to park in 
both student and faculty lots. 
Consequently the choice

spots are used up in student 
lots before the restricted 
faculty lot is full. 


These are just two 
examples showing the 
college is not utilizing its 
resources to Capacity. 

Another instance of waste 
is the television in the 
student center, or any part of 
the huge and _ expensive 
closed-curcuit system placed 
throughout the campus for 
that matter. 

If you could strain your 
eyes enough to focus on the 
screen you would see tiny 
hurriedly-scrawled messages 
revolving across the screen 
top to bottom, bottom to top, 
apparently until eternity. 

This was not the intended 
purpose of television, 
especially for educational 
instruction. Our system could 
be used to show films (rented 
or owned by the college); 
video tapes produced by 
various departments on 
campus and those of events 
suchas speakers, debates and 
concerts; for showing live 
events happening elsewhere 
on campus, and to rebroad- 
cast educational programs 
and news.

tions, those films from the 
once-defunct but soon to be 
reinstated filmmaking 
course.

Baumgarten, dressed in blue 
jeans, turtleneck sweater and 
wearing a soft, seaman’s cap 
atop his head, likes both the 
water and the land. 


Baumgarten went on to prove 
this by following his opening 
number with the Gordon 
Lightfoot ballad about an ill- 
fated sailing ship, The Wreck of 
the Edmund Fitzgerald. 


The show included a trilogy of 
the South, New Orleans, in the 
songs, House of the Rising 


Sun, Mr. Bojangles and Debbie 
and Jim, a song written by 
Baumgarten. 


The cool, clear evening in the 
Amphitheatre also carried a 
heavy aura of John Steinbeck.

The highlight of the evening 
was Baumgarten’s dramatic 
narrative-song presentation of 
Steinbeck’s book, The Red 
Pony.

Survival: Eskimo life 
depicted at Bowers

Eskimos in sunny, southern California? Well,almost. At Bowers 
Museum in Santa Ana, a traveling exhibit on Alaskan Eskimo life 
opened last Sunday and will be on display to the public through Nov. 


6 


The exhibit, Survival: Life and Art of the Alaskan Eskimo, 
includes artifacts that range from harpoons and parkas to tiny 
carved walrus ivory sculptures and a life-size seal head carving. 

The objects highlight the priorities in Eskimo life and are grouped 
to illustrate hunting, whaling, fishing, the home, clothing and 
adornment, recreation, religion, ceremony and art. 

One particular oil painting entitled The Dance of Kakairnok tells a 
unique story, that of the brother of Howard Rock, born in Point Hope, 
Alaska, who was one of the best loved and most highly respected 


native leaders of his time. 


The painting shows Rock’s brother, Kakairnok, telling his dead 
father and mother, through dance, that he had caught a whale and 
-_ how thankful he was that there would be meat for the village of 


Tigara (Point Hope). 


Another show piece is a rawhide belt sewn with rows of caribou 


teeth, beads and brass discs. 


Such belts were worn by women outside their parkas, and 
indicated a successful hunter in the family,since each rowot teeth 


represents one caribou killed. 


Another object on display is an armor plate, made of four pieces of 
copper lashed with thong and a strip of hide. 

Armor was sometimes made from plates of ivory or bone. Its use 
was common during warfare among the people living throughout 
the Bering Strait region during the Punuk period and later. Copper 
armor plate came into use about 1850. 

The show pieces in the exhibit have been assembled from the 
collection of the Newark Museum (New Jersey) as well as other 
public and private collections and were selected by Barbara Lipton, 
Guest Curator and Project Director for Survival. 

Lipton defines “survival,” in the context of the exhibition, as 
“survival of a people in a hostile climate which helped to shape their 


culture.”

Rick Mullins, director of the 
SAC readers theatre, was quite 
impressed by the performance, 
especially the way Baumgarten 
sang and portrayed Steinbeck’s 
Red Pony.

‘63 SAC alumnus Mike Talbot 
puts Surfin’ Sixties on screen

When a guy named Mike 
Talbot was going to school and 
playing football at SAC in 1963- 
64, he had a dream -- to one day 
make a movie based roughly on 
his senior year at Tustin Union 
High School. 

Three years ago, Talbot and 
some other dreamers began to 
put together The Reunion, his 
nostalgic look at a Southern 
California high school in the 
Surfin’ Sixties.” 


Now, their extraordinary 
efforts to create an ‘all-Orange 
-County’ feature film will finally 
be brought to the screen in, of all 
place, Orange County. And it’s 
even got music by The Beach 
Boys, Jan and Dean, Dick Dale 
and the Deltones, The Charts 
and The Marketts. 


Making its world premiere in 
four local Edwards theatres 
(Lido Cinema, Cinema West, 
Bristol Cinema and Viejo 
Cinema) on Oct. 5 for a two- 
week run prior to national 
release, The Reunion is the 
result of an almost unbelievable 
chain of events that is as 
inspiring as it is unlikely. 

Entirely without major studio 
backing, Talbot, now a Newport 
Beach attorney, and his 
business partner, racing driver 
and financeer Sumner T. 
McKnight II, decided to produce 
Talbot's script, which deals with 
the fond remembrance of a 
young man’s ‘lost’ youth, 
themselves -- here in the 
county. 

The greater part of the film 
was shot on location in Santa 
Ana, Tustin, Newport Beach and 
Brea, where Brea-Olinda High 
School served as the mythical 
alma mater of Mick ‘Peppermint 
Man” Comoy, Talbot's semi- 
autobiographical character, 
whose role he plays in the 
movie. 

Talbot brought in professional 
production and technical 
assistance for what would be his 
first venture into filmmaking, 
including film editor Scott 
Conrad, who would eventually 
win an Academy Award for his 
cutting of Rocky. 

Directing the picture himself, 
Talbot cast in an _ unusual 
fashion -- he didn't offer any 
money to his actors. 

Nevertheless, young talent 
from all over the County felt the 
experience and exposure in a 
motion picture was payment 


enough, and Talbot found 
himself with a very enthusiastic 
group, including some actors 
who have gone on to find 


.» success in TV and other film 


work such as Peter Isacksen, 
now co-starring in Don Rickles’ 
NBC show CPO Sharkey, and 
Joanne Hicks, a regular on 
ABC’s Welcome Back Kotter. 
‘We actually were like one big 
family,”’ Hicks said. ‘I don't think 
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any other cast and crew could be 
so close.”’ 

Perhaps not, and if the hard 
work they all put into The 
Reunion proves successful; it 
will be more than a pioneering 
step for Orange County 
filmmaking; it will also be the 
vindication of a bold and 
independent effort in a 


monolithic industry and a tribute 
to motivation and to dreams.

Looking at sex kitten Deborah 
Harry, lead vocalist of the Punk 
rock band Blondie, brings on 
visions of the late Marilyn 
Monroe. But listening to her 
gives you the feeling that the 
60's are still alive in one form or 
another. 

Alive is the one word which 
describes the musical attributes 
of this New Wave Group. And 
live is the way you should 
experience them, just as the 
packed houses at the Golden 
Bear in Huntington Beach did 
last Wednesday. 

Blondie’s singer/songwriter 
Deborah Harry isn’t really as 
true a blonde as she professes to 
be. But minor faults like that are 
easily overlooked when you 
realize the magnitude of her 
talent. Before joining Blondie, 
Deborah received much of her 
vocal training in the form of the 
female vocal trio called the 
Stilettos, and has since 
improved her vocal style to 
become one of the most 
identifiable vocalists in the Punk 
rock scene. 

Biondie’s style can best be 
described by the name of one 
man who (in the early 60's) 
created a style of which the 
repercussions can still be heard 
today. That man is none other 
than the legendary Phil Spector. 

Spector is credited with 
creating the fat, rich sound that 
was So popular in the early 60's, 
and wrote countless hit songs 
that are still being remade today 
such as the “Da Doo Ron Ron”. 

The members of Blondie are 
Chris Stein on guitar, Clement 
Burke on drums, James Destri 
on the keyboard, and as of last 
Wednesday, a new bass player 
who replaces the lively Gary 
Valentine. 

Blondie members Harry Stein 
and Destri are credited with the 
double entendre which is 
characteristic of some of the 
lyrics on their first and only 
album (cleverly titled Blondie). 
This sexual twist can best be 
typified in the lyrics of the song 
““Look good in blue”’. . . 

*.. . If it’s alright with you, | 
could give you some head and 
shoulders to lie on...” 

Other areas explored by 
Blondie include a take-off on 
West Side Story in the song 


titled ‘‘A Shark in Jets Clothing” 
along with other odd titles and 
topics like Rip Her to Shreds, 
“In the Flesh” and “The Attack 
of the Giant Ants”. 

This unique lyrical format, 
coupled with the 60’s Spector

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‘Balalaikas’ perform 
Russian folk music

Detente will be further advanced when SAC presents the Odessa 
Balalaikas at the Amphitheatre tomorrow night at 7:30. 

The five members of the group play various types of slavic music 
ranging from folk, gypsy and cabaret to classical music. The 
ensemble’s balalaikas are just as varied as the music played. 

Balalaikas, instruments with a triangular shape and three strings, 
were featured in the movie Doctor Zhivago. They range in size from 
the massive six-foot-tall contra-bass to the diminutive prima. 

Musical finesse is also shown with Russian wind instruments, 
guitars and folk percussion. Vocal talents will also be displayed. 

While rock is currently the dominant force in music today, with 
jazz, bluegrass and rhythm and blues close behind, one wonders 
how successful a quintet would be playing slavic folk music. 

Actually very successful. The group has played throughout the 
United States and Canada; out of 247 concerts in the past four years, 
226 were sold out. 

In this age of rock and roll, how did five people meet to play 
Russian folk music? The answer is found at UCLA, where a dying 
Russian musician left a grant to the university to be used in the study 
of Russian folk music. From the original class of 20 students, Dave 
Liberman, Peter and Jonathan Rothe, Linda O’Brien and Judy 
Sherman came together to form the Odessa Balalaikas. 

While they entertain audiences wherever they play, there is one 
group that enjoys them most -- gypsies. ‘“Wherever we perform our 
music, the gypsies materialize,’’ said Lieberman. 

Often the gypsies come backstage and ask the performers to play 
in their camps. The Balalaikas then learn about the customs and 
ways of these nomadic people. 

One of the musical group, O’Brien, was adopted by the Los 
Angeles gypsies and has been given a special name -- Ruzha 
Riboyedaza, which means ‘‘Rose of the Mushroom Eater.”’ 

Although the style of the music has attracted gypsies for many 
years, what motivates the musicians? The five have slavic 
backgrounds, which could be one reason, but Leiberman gave 
another. 

He said, “It appeals to everyone. It’s on a very human level, the 
music of the Russian people who lived very close to the earth and 
nature and have very warm human feelings and this comes through 
their music.” - 

Sherman, a soloist, said ‘‘Our music is very intense, deeply 
emotional. The Russian never does anything in a small way. When 
he is sad he wants the earth to break and when heis happy he sings 
to the stars.” 

At the amphitheatre, the OdessaBalalaikas wiliperform Tales of a 
Vanished Land. This tells of the life and experiences of a peasant 
living in Russia’s pre-revolutionary days and the kind of music that 
would have entertained him.

Constant whistle blowing was a 
key aspect in the Dons 10-7 loss to a hard-running Cypress 
squad. 

The Dons were penalized 14 times for a total of 162 yards. 
Combined, both teams totaled 23 penalties and 272 yards, which 
had a considerable effect on the outcome of the game. 

“We would start moving the ball effectively andcome up witha 
big gain ...and then we would be penalized.” said a disheartened 
Coach Howard Black. “It was a disappointing game to lose, we 


were in the game all the way.’ 
The game’s scoring was all in the first half. Cypress scored 


early in the first quarter on a 57-yard run by tailback Joel 
Ramirez. Santa Ana came right back with a blocked punt and a 
16-yard scoring run by the Dons’ Dave Denham, on a fumble 
recovery, to tie the score. 

A 24-yard field goal by the Chargers with one minute 
remaining in the half was to be the margin of victory. 

Santa Ana’s defensive unit was again instrumental in holding 
the Charger offense scoreless in the second half. 

“Both defenses played exceptionally well, with the Charger 
secondary stopping key passing situations,’’ said Black, who also 
praised the Don specialty teams for vastly improved play. 

The one offensive weapon the-Dons used effectively was 
quick-starting Mike Merk,5’ 8’’,168 Ib.,freshman running-back 
from El Modena, who carried the ball 25 times for 92 yards. Merk 
emerged as the Dons ‘leading rusher in the pre-season. 

Coach Black went on to say, ‘From the three pre-season 
games we have had some positive signs. Our defense has stood 
out and we are learning from our mistakes. Our offense is 
showing improvement but is still a little inconsistent. Now we 
play for keeps. The league is what really counts.”’ 

The Don gridders open the league at Fullerton Oct. 8 against 
the always tough number-one-rated Hornets. From then on it 
should get tougher and tougher.
